Marrtiall diſcipline, but are loath ro make themſclues 
odious to ſuch multitudes, as ( hauing becne bred-vp 
ia thoſe baſe,cafie,corrupt lucrous cuttomes) would ex- 
tr hate ſuch a Gouernour , or Commaunder as 
ſhould croſle their profit, and in his owne Regiment 
firſt with ſeueritic begin ſuch Reformation : Which is 
indeed notto bee performed bur by the authoritie and 
Maieftic of a Prince and Royall State, thatis able both 
to pay and puniſh. 

So farre am 1 therefore from condemning all Cons- 
maunders of this age, eyther of our owne Nation or 


theirs, for Patrener of theſe Moderne corruptions and 
baſterdly degenerate Souldierie, as cleane contrariwiſe 
in mine owne experience and knowledge I can-cleare 
many : Hauing my ſelfe knowne and con with di- 
uers of our owne Nation that aſmuch'abhorre —_

Thaue © heard, aſwel in his priuate ſpeeches,as 
fince in his Milicary diſcourſes difeoucr his mn 
like of ſuch our modern ynſouldierly corruptions, which 
neuertheleſſe my (elfe ſaw hee was in partinforced to tol- 
lerate, cuen then, when hee was Martiall of that mighty 
Armie by the States leuied againſt Don /obn de eAuitria, 
andthe Prince of Parmain Brabant yiterly againſt his 
will and liking, I can therefore the lefle blame any ſuch 
of our Nation, as beare for a time with theſe errors, 
when they ſee ( by contending for redtefſe without ſuf- 
ficient authoritie) they ſhall little preuaile, and yet make

willimpu madrid 

and better for this age, than the eAwncient, As I 

them moſt hurtfull members, So 1 cannot but wiſhſuch 
bad Patrietts reformed by berter reaſon, orin time retec- 
red asinfeted ſheepe , that are able with their leproſie 
and infeQtion to ce:rupt great multitudes , to the exceſ- 


fue of their Prince and State.

18 The auncient Martiall Diſcipline tended chiefel 
to this ſcope, to carry ſuchan Army to the Field, ubold, 
ly durſt march on all grounds, as we!l Champion, as 
Straights. And in Ordinance readie ro fight with the E- 
nemie by theirexerciſe, order, and aſſurance, notdoub- 
ting of yiRtorie, 

tthe ſcope of ſuch Moderne Diſcipline ſeemeth to 
bee ratherto carrie men (fo highly armed and looſely 
diſciplined) as they may bee nimble to ſtray abroad to 
picke and eale, and to eſcape by flight , when =_ are 
charged with any Eneme of force. And as for lofſe of 
Enſignes or ſhamefull flight,they make it atrifling mat- 
ter, being readie to doe as much againe atany time. 

19 Theauncient Diſcipline would neuer ſuffer any 
ſouldiers to go abroad rolpoile, but with Leaders and 
commaundersto dire& and guide them : hauing intel- 
ligence before hand, which Quarters was beſt repleni- 
ſhed with commodities needfull for the Army,and then 
ſent ſuch forces as might nor faile toſetitin , or honou- 
rably defend themſelues if they were encountred. 

But this new diſcipline will ſend their ſouldicrsto 
= by handfuls, without Captaine, Lieutenant or En- 

gne to guidethem : if they ger any Prebyree, the 

taine hath his ſhare : Bur if their throats bee cur , 
Capraine will haue their pay , aſwell due before their 
deathas after, by muſtering them abſent , &c, til the 
Mufter-maſter diſcouer it. And whereas ſuch a Capraine 
ſhould bee diſarmed, and by the Prouoſt ed for 
ſuch abuſe : By this new Diſcipline hee will raile at the 
Mufter-maſter 'if hee cheeke him oncly chefiol- 
len pay.

x By ſuch auncientDiſcipline King domes and States 
by their warres hauc ed their wealth, and their 
Subiets haue growne more wealthie and mightie. 

But by our Moderne warres both Prince and SubieQs 
grow poore, & few of theſe ynruly ynſouldierlike Free- 

ooters ( how hugely ſoeuer they get by their corrup- 
tions or abuſes) grow wealthie by it, for, Badly gotten is 

24 Tneſcopeof the auncient Martiall Diſcipline was 
chiefly to referuethe publique Treaſure of the coſitry, 
and to maintaine the warres on the treaſure gotten by 
conqueſts on their Enemies. 

Butthe ſcope of our Moderne Diſcipline ſeemeth to 
bee to enrich priuate Captaines and Commaunders,and 
to conuerrt both the ſpoiles & the wages of the ſouldiers 
alſo to their particular benefits, And ſo new Taxes and 
Subſidies of necefſitic ſtill on the people to maintaine 
the warres.
